CERTIFICATIONS

LES 4.01 Certifications

LES 4.01 Certifications, (1) The following certifications shall be
made by the board on the basis of information to be acquired on forms
designed by the bureau and approved by the board. Where necessary or
deemed advisable, additional information may be acquired through per-
sonal inquiry at the direction of the board. All board decisions are sub-
ject to appeal by any interested party.

(a) Schools. Schools shall be certified on the basis of adequacy of fa-
cilities and competency of staff and faculty. Where the school is a per-
manent or on-going unit, the certification shall be for a period of one
year, subject to renewal.

(h) Instructors. Instructors shall be certified when qualified to teach
the subject or subjects for which certified. Their qualifications shall be
determined on the basis of background information and credentials to
be made available upon request.

(c) Trainees. Trainees shall be certified as eligible for permanent ap-
pointment when they have met the recruitment qualifications and re-
cruit training standards as determined by information received from the
employing authorities and training schools concerned.
